1 . Claims 1,6-11,1 3-21 , 23, 26-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Back et al. (US 6,655,586 B2) discloses a reader for reading a plurality of RF 
tags attached on the pages of a document (see abstract, fig.1), wherein each tag has its 
identifier and a dynamic content corresponding to the current read page (fig. 1 , column 
2 lines 13-65, column 4 lines 45-66, column 5 lines 1-55). 

This reference failed to teach or suggest that each tags is separately read by the 
electronic device without interference from other RF tags attached in the document as 
being pointed out in Remarks filed 10/8/10.
